This application contains claims directed to three different inventions, which 
include: 

Group I, claim(s) 1-12, drawn to a convexo concave amplifying device/method that 
employs a flexible sheet to provide for amplification and measurement, of Figure 2. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-33, drawn to a deformation sensing device/method that employs a 
deformable capsule and fluid to provide for amplification and measurement, of Figure 4. 

Group III, claim(s) 26-33, drawn to deformation sensing device/method that employs a 
deformation sensing portions that employ light-type indicators. 

The groups are different for the following: 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Figure 2, and Figure 4.
